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OPERATION SELECTION BOARD 


In May 1946, a key German underground agent working for this 
detachment reported the existence of an underground movement in Bavaria. 
This movement was supposed to be made up of former SS officers still 
fugitives from internment camps. These officers were joining together in 
order to form a group capable of resistance to the occupation forces. They 
remembered the success of the "Freikorps” groups which came into being in 
Germany after the first World War as irregular troops fighting to form a 
strong nationalistic Germany. It was from these Freikorps groups that the 
Nazi party had evolved and it was the idea of these Elite Guard officers 
that a new Freikorps should be built to bring back the ideology and power 
of the Nazis. 



Since the source of our information was well connected with some of 
these leaders and since his connections with Counter Intelligence Corps 
were covert, he was instructed to become a member of the group and to 
report on its activities. To act as a check and to obtain more information, 
an American agent was placed in an undercover role and introduced into the 
organization. This agent, typical of the old war-time Counter Intelligence 
Corps Agents, was well qualified since he had spent several years in 
Switzerland as a student and spoke perfect Swiss German. He introduced 
himself as a Swiss of German ancestry who was a fervent believer in the 
cause of German nationalism who had come to Germany to aid in the building 
of a new Nazi Organization which would again put Germany to her rightful 
place in the world. Since he claimed to be Swiss, the group could not check 





t, accepted him as a member of their inner circle. 


For six months the German and the American agent played with the 
group. In this time there were many difficulties for the movement. Unlike 
post-1919 days, illegal groups were not easy to organize. Top law 
enforcement agencies of the occupation powers were constantly on the alert 
for fugitives. There were no large numbers of Germans willing to be 
recruited for active resistance against the occupation forces. The 
occupation force had repeatedly shown that it would not tolerate trifling 


with its control of the American Zone. On the contrary, the occupation 
force had shown itself to be trying to help Germany to restore itself to a 
normal life. 

f The leaders of the group about this time began to contact fugitive SS 
icers in other areas - particularly in Hesse and in the British Zone. 
Their contacts turned out to be of higher caliber than themselves. In 
several cases they were persons of intellectual stature - in fact some of 
the better strains of the Nazi party. 

Discussions were held among all these people and it became evident to 
them that resistance, terrorism or sabotage were out of the question as 
methods of gaining power. They then decided on a more subtle approach. They 
<page 2> would go to the occupation powers, both British and American, and 
put up a proposition more or less as follows: 






punishing Germany or preventing her from becoming powerful as they were in 
tting up nations in Central Europe which would act as bulwarks against 
communism. These fugitives believed this to be a desirable thing, both for 
the Western Powers and for Germany. However, they felt that the present 
leaders in the German Civil Administration were of such poor caliber 

;cording to them, all the capable people in the old German administration 
were good Nazis and hence now barred from office or interned) that they 
were not able to build a strong Germany. Therefore, the British and 
American authorities would take their group and place it in control of the 
German Administration for the two zones, and at the same time release other 
former Nazis from internment camps and lift restrictions on others so that 
a strong, efficient government could be built. 



Fantastic as this idea may seem, it made sense to these people and 
ey believed that the British and American authorities would accept it. 
They then decided to make the supreme effort. At the risk of certain 
imprisonment if their plan failed, they sent five of their leaders to make 
contact with the authorities, reveal their identity as fugitives and make 
v..ieir proposition. 


From the time that contact had been made by the group with persons in 
the British zone. Counter Intelligence Headquarters had maintained complete 
liaison with the British Intelligence Service in Germany. When it became 
evident that the group intended to approach someone in authority, a 
prominent member of the group was introduced by our German source to a 
British officer who pretended to be a British Fascist and a secret 


mpathizer with the Nazis. This officer agreed to call a meeting of 



leaders of the group with a "British Foreign Office expert" who would be 
m athetic to their proposition and who would have influence in getting it 
accepted by the Foreign Office. 


y Such a meeting was held and the leaders of the group put forth their 
^position. The "Foreign Office Specialist" appeared favorably impressed 
by the proposal but asked for more details on the caliber of personnel and 
so forth. By so doing, he uncovered the names and whereabouts of numerous 
other persons connected with this group, who were unknown to our sources. 


Future meeting&were scheduled and plans made for the transmittal of 
the proposal to London and to Washington, D.C. 




By now Counter Intelligence Corps had learned about as much about the 
p as could be expected. It was therefore decided to stage a "Swoop 


Operation". After careful planning and coordination with British 
authorities, lists of targets were drawn up and instructions issued to-all 
agents throughout <page 3> the Zone. (See 3 inclosures). On the night of 22 




ry 1947, Counter Intelligence Corps made the attack. In the middle of 


a cold and rainy night, fifty members of the group were roused out of bed, 
given a quick preliminary interrogation for the location of their contacts, 
blindfolded and bundled off into safekeeping. Only one important member of 
the group escaped, and that was only because he had been called out of town 
on routine business that week-end. Prisoners were immediately subjected to 
complete interrogations and some twenty additional members of the group 


were uncovered. As soon as they had been milked for information, they were 
s^at to internment camps to await judgment as prominent Nazis or were tried 


in Military Government, courts for violation of existing ordinances. 

This was the last large organized group of Nazis to be formed in the 
Western Zones of Germany. It was completely broken up, its activities were 
publicized, and its story now serves as a reminder to the German people of 
the futility of nationalistic action outside the scope of the existing 
aemocratic processes now in operation in Germany.

1. Reference operation SE1ECTI0K BOARD. Following in¬ 
formation is herewith submitted regarding subject, as directed 
by S-3, Headquarters Region 17, CIC. 


2. a. Subject was originally contacted by Special 
Agent ROBERT S TA'XLOR, on 18 Hay 1947 through informant 
X-3067-IV-K, who was running a network of informants for 
Special Agent Taylor. After an interview with Special Agent 
Taylor, subject was integrated into the network of X-3067? 

b. Subject, who has extensive connections with 
high level former German intelligence circles, immediately 
began exploiting these contacts and furnished this organization 
with extremely good material. 


c. In July 1947, subject was designated by X-3067-»*>* 
as his assistant and as such took over that portion of the net 
which specializes on French intelligence activities in the 
French and US zones of Germany. In this capacity subject has 

so far demonstrated exceedingly successful results. 

d. Since taking over Special Agent Taylor’s net, 
this agent has had several conversations with subject and has 
scrutinized subject's work very carefully, and it is believed 
that subject has devoted all his efforts to his work. 


e. Although it is fully realized that as a member 
cf operation SELECTION BOARD, subject's interrogation would 
re eal information of value, it is also felt that his arrest • 
and possibly his delivery to British authorities would damage 
considerably the trust and faith which informants place in 
this organization.

These men have worked their way into intelligence 
positions in the French Zone, where they have access to classi¬ 
fied information of counter intelligence interest (including 
leads on suspected Soviet and French agents who are crossing 
into the US Zone at border crossing points believed to be in 
the CTC Region IV area).

INTER-ALLIED DECLARATION OF DEC USES 17. 1942 

On December 17. 1942. a Declaration was osda simul¬ 
taneously in London. Mosoow, and Washington in con¬ 
nection with reports that the German authorities wire 
engaged in exterminating the Jewish people in Europe. 
In this Declaration, the Government a of Belgium. 
Czechoslovakia, Greece, Luxembourg, the Netherlands, 
Norway, Poland, the United States of America, the 
United Kingdom, the Soviet Union and Yugoslavia and 
the French National Committee reaffirmed their aolea* 
resolution that those responsible should not escape 
retribution and their intention to presa on with the 
nscesaary practical measures to that end* 

There was some delay in setting up the United 
Nations War Crimes Commission, but it was eventually 
brought into being by a meeting of Government repre¬ 
sentatives at the Britiah Forelffi Office on October 

2C, 1943* 

COLtPOSITION OF THE COMMISSION 

The Commission consists of seventeen membersi the 
representatives of the Governments of Australia, 
Belgium, Canada, China, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, 
France, Greece, India, Luxembourg, the Netherlands, 

New Zealand, Norway, Poland, the United Kingdom, the 
United States of America and Yugoslavia* Ths rep¬ 
resentatives are all dlstin&iished lawyers or 
diplomats. 

If a representative is unable to act, or for some 
othar special reason, he may be replaced. 

The Commission may hear experts* 

The first Chairman waa the United Kingdom repre¬ 
sentative, Sir Cecil Hurat, Vice-President of the 
Permanent Court of International Justice, formerly 
lepl Adviser to the Fore!pi Office.

THWS OF REFERENCE CF THE C014OSSICN 

The Commission has limited functions* It la 
primarily a fact-finding body, though it has also 
advisory functions. 

Its terms of reference ware defined in tha Lord 
Chancellor's statement of October 7, 1942* Its pur¬ 
pose, ha said la to investigate war crimes committed 
against nationals of the United Nations, recording tie 
testimony available, and to report from time to time 
to the Governments of those nations eases in which 
such crimes appear to have bean committed, naming and 
identifying wherever po'asible the persons responsible* 


After its creation, it waa entrusted with advisory 
function®, namely to make recommendations to the 
Government a on the methods to be adopted to ensure 
the surrender or capture of the parsons wanted for 
trial as war criminals and on the tribunals by which 
they should be tried, 

HCW THE COMMISSION OPERATES 

The United Natl one War Crimea Connies loo prepares 
Hats of war criminals on the basis of evidence 
submitted by National War Crimea Offices which have 
been set up to detect, investigate and record 
evidence of war crimes committed against the cltlvns 
or subjects of their own countries. 

Ths lists are furnished to the apprehending author¬ 
ities - at present the military authorities - in ord«* 
that the persona accused of crimes against people or 
property may be sent back to the country ablest which 
they have offended. This waa the procedure contemplated 
in tha Moscow Declaration on Atrocities by Preaid®t 
Roosevelt, Mr. Winston Churchill and Marshal Stalin 
which was ismisd on November 1, 1943 end by the Foreign 
Secretaries of their three countries, who had been 
ettending the Moscow Conference of October 16 to 3 C. 

After referring to the atrocltiee, maaaacrea and 
imss executions which wars being perpetrated by the 
Hitlerite forces, the Declaration ealdt 

•The United Kingdom, the United St• tea and the 
Soviet Union .... 

•... speaking in the interests of the thirty-two 
United Nstlocs ... eolenmly declare and give full 
imrning of their declaration as follows: At the time 
of the {^anting of any armistice to any Oovcnasni” 
which may be sat up In Germany, those German officers 
and men and members of the Nazi Party who have been 
responsible for or who have taken a consenting part in 
the above atrocities, massacres and executions will be 
sent back to the countries in which their abominable 
deads were dons in order that they many bs Judged and 
punished according to the laws of these liberated 
countries and of ths Free Governments which will be 
erected therein. Lists will be con?lied In all 
possible detail from all these countries •••■ 

Offenoea against members of the Allied armed forces 
will be dealt with summarily by military courts, in 
accordance with international custom.

WHAT IS CROWCASS ? 


1. It is apparent both from the personal experience of the mem¬ 
bers of the Staff of this Organization, and the official documents and 
inquiries transmitted to this Office, that a complete answer to that 
question is required by all interested authorities of the Allied Nations, 

2. C.R.O.W.C.A.S.S. stands for The Central Registry of War Cri¬ 
minals and Security Suspects.

Part I OBJECT

AND Appendix "A" — Requirements from all Allied Autho¬ 
rities, with notes on Common Errors made in Submission 
of Data. 

PART I - TEE OBJECT OF C.R.o'.W.C.A.S.S. 

The end of the war in Europe gave the Allied Nations the opportunity 
thoroughly to consider the problem of tracing and bringing to justice 
War Criminals. Each Nation had its own particular, ever-increasing list 
of Wanted Criminals. Each Nation had in custody either as Prisoners of War, 
or Internees, persons who might possibly be wanted in connection with - 
War Crimes by some other Nation. 

The combined territory occupied by the Allied Nations was very 
large, and even If Allied H.Q. were able to co-ordinate information as 
to all persons Wanted and Detained by their individual Nations, the 
transmission of the information to each other would have been a moat 
laborious and confusing undertaking. 

To meet the necessity for some Central Inter-Allied Information 
Bureau, the Central Registry of War Criminals and Security Suspects was 
formed by SHAEF and began effectively functioning in Paris, approximately 
20 months ago. 

In the first instance, the Central Registry dealt with three types 
of personst Wanted Persons, Detained Persons, and Prisoners of War, but 
subsequently the P.O.W. committment was abandoned, leaving the Registry 
free to cope with Wanted and Detained only. 

Efforts have been made, with fair success, to cover possible War 
Criminals amongst P.O.W., by maintaining close liaison with Allied 
Prisoner of War Information Bureaus circulating CROWCASS Wanted Lists 
to P.O.W. Camps. 
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The Object, then, of CROWCASS is to provide a pool into which in¬ 
formation regarding Wanted and Detained persona can be poured, this 
information to be set up as a Register available to all Allied Nations, 
and at the same tine, to provide the Bubject natter for the publication 
of Lists of Wanted and Detained persons. 

SYSTEM 


CROWCASS must be served in order to give service. CROWCASS, as 
a Registry only, cannot produce any information by the efforts or 
inspiration of its Staff. 

The onus is therefore on all Wanting or Detaining authorities to 
provide both timely and efficient information to CROWCASS, in order 
that their opposite numbers of all the Allied Nations may be similarly 
served. For this purpose, two forms have been devised upon which to 
originate reports of Wanted or Detained persons - the CROWCASS Wanted 
Report, and the CROWCASS Detention Report. Particular notes regarding 
the completion of these will be found at Appendix "A”. 

The Operations Branch of CROWCASS is divided into the following 
Sectional 

« 

a. Operations Control and Correspondence. 

b. Searching Section. 

c. ‘ Name Index Section. 

d. Publications Section. 

e. Report Filing Section. 

Upon receipt of Wanted and Detention Reports, Operations Control 
scrutinizes them, records statistics, and passes the report to Searching 

Section. 

The Searching Section compares each Report with the Name Index, 
which is sub-divided into Wanted and Detained, and contains the names 
of all subjects of Wanted and Detention ReportB received previously. 

If a match, or possible match is made between a Wanted Report and a 
Detention Report, this information is conveyed immediately to the 
Wanting Authority via Operations Control and Correspondence. Whatever 
the result of searching, all reports are then passed to Name Index 
Section. 

Name Index Section registers Wanted and Detention Reports, writes 
oat Name Index Slips, and files them into the Name Index. With the ex¬ 
ception of newly received Wanted Reports definitely matched with Deten¬ 
tion Reports, all reports are then passed to Publications Section. 

Publications Sections prepares typewritten lists of Wanted 
Persona and Detained Persons which are then reproduced ae CROWCASS 
Wanted Lists and CROWCASS Detention Lists with an approximate 
distribution of 4»000 and 600 respectively.

Y/hen Publications Section have finished with Wanted and 
'et9ntion Reports, they are passed to Report Filing Section where 
hey are filed numerically and are available for future reference. 


The foregoing paragraphs deal with the Routine System followed 
in dealing with Wanted and Detention Reports. In addition, CROWCASS 
received inquiries from all Allied' Nations by letter, wire, or tele¬ 
phone, and transmits extracts from CROWCASS records as desired. 

Notifications of persons no longer Wanted and Detainees who 
have been released, extradited to another Allied Nation, died, 
escaped, sentenced, or acquitted are also entered in CROWCASS records. 


Security Suspects; 


CROWCASS Wanted Lists Nos 1-3* Consolidated into the large 
printed Wanted List published in two parts (a-L and M-Z) dated 
July 1945 contained the names of some 80.000 Security Suspects. 
Although all Security Suspects listed were shown as such, considerable 
confusion arose as the result of these persons being listed as 
"Wanted”. A person termed a "Security Suspect" is not known to have 
committed any specific crime nor has his name been quoted as a 
witness. He cannot therefore be properly classified as a Wanted 
Person. As the term implies, a Security Suspect is merely one whose 
past status, employment or associations classify him as one who may 
.possibly become an active or passive sympathiser with any subversive 
pffort to disturb the security of the post-war peace. 

It was undoubtedly an initial error on the part of CROWCASS 
to publish the names of Security Suspects in a Wanted List. The 
realization of this has lead to the setting up of a completely 
separate Name Index and Report Filing for Security Suspects* Extracts 
from this Index are now only transmitted in two instances! 


(a) If a Detention Report is received upon which the sole 
Reason for Arrest is shown as "identical" or "Possibly identical” 
with a Security Suspect listed in the above-mentioned Wanted List. 

In such a case, a letter is sent to the Detaining Authority pointing 
out that the Detainee is a Security Suspect only and in so far as 
CROWCASS Records show is of no particular War Crimes interest. 

(b) In reply to inquiries received from Public Safety Authorities 
who may perhaps be interested in the history of a Security‘Suspect. 
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Requirements from all Allied Authorities with notes on Common Errors 


made in Submission of Rata. 


WANTED REPORTS. 

To be completed and forwarded to CROWCASS in respect of all Nationals 
of ex-enemy countries who are wanted either as Alleged War Criminals, 
Suspected War Criminals, Witnesses to War Crimes, or for interrogation 
in connection with War Crimes. It is important to note that a Wanted 
Report should be filed with CR0WCAS3 even if the filing authority is 
aware of the address or place of detention of the Wanted Person, as 
thereby an official claim is made on that person. 

RETENTION REPORTS. 


To be completed and forwarded to CROWCASS in respect of all Nationals 
of ex-enemy countries who are Retained as Alleged War Criminals, Sus¬ 
pected War Criminals, Witnesses to V/'ar Crimes, Automatic Arrestees, or 
for interrogation in connection with War Crimes. 

A Detainee may be either a person who has been arrested in the first 
instance for one of the reasons stated above, or an ex-PO7/ who has been 
re-classified as a Detainee as the result of Screening egainst ListB of 
Automatic. ArreBt Categories or Lists of Wanted Persons. In both instances, 
the CROWCASS Detention Report should be completed. It is important to 
note that this includes all cases of Detainees who are \i anted by the 
Nation detaining then, as the filing of Detention Reports will ensure 
that any other Allied Nation wanting these persons will be informed 
and that CROV/CASS records will be properly adjusted. 

COMPLETION OF WANTED REPORTS AND DETENTION REPORTS. 

GENERAL: 


Speciraent copies of CROWCASS Wanted and Detention Reports are 
attached. At first sight, the lay-out of the reports any appear un¬ 
necessarily complicated, but there are very definite reasons for this. 

a. An authority completing a Wanted Report is generally in possession 
of very limited information concerning the Wanted Person. Conversely, an 
authority completing a Detention Report has the Detainee himself and a 
mass of information concerning him which has to be summarized. The 'wanted 
Report iB therefore devised to extract every possible piece of information 
which may be available about the Wanted Person while the Detention Report 
provides what has been found to be the most useful and informative pattern 
into which the description and history of the Detainee can be summarized. 
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b. Although Allied Officers and Other Ranks assisted by*'Engrfih-' ’ 
paaking Geraans supervise the processing of Wanted and Detention Reports, 
he work of Searching, Name Index. Slip writing and typing Publications 
Lists is carried out by a German Staff, few of whom speak much English. It 
is therefore necessary to work by "Rule of Thumb", so that information i9 
available in a set form for Searchers, Name Index Slip-writers, and Publi¬ 
cation Lists Typists. For these reasons, the following list of common 
errors made by compilers of Wanted and Detention Reports will be readily 
appreciated.

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Rank for Status) should be easy to complete, 
Unit (or occupation) is meant to cover either 
Military, Naval, or Air Force Unit (if a member 
of the Armed Forces), nature of appointment 
and division if a Nazi Party member, or 
civilian Occupation. Place (town and country 
Btationed in) and Date should present no 
difficulty. If the full history of the Detainee 
from 1 Jan 59 to time of arrest cannot be 
conveniently completed in the four 'sections 
provided, blank paper should be used to add 
any additional information which can be 
summarized under the four headings mentioned 
above. 


RELEASES 

A difficulty which often arises when Detainees are released, is that 
the Detaining Authority, who may have received the Detainee as a Transfer, 
may be unaware whether Detention Reports have previously^been filed in res¬ 
pect of the persons released. Allied War Crimes II.Q. have been asked to 
make some provisions to cover this difficulty by an endorsement of the De¬ 
tainee’s documents being made whenever a Detention Report has been submitted. 

Assuming that this procedure has now been adopted by all concerned, 
the notice of release need only include the full name of the person, his 
date of birth, the date of release and to where dispatched. 

) TRANSFERS 


In view of the frequent transfers which must take place between camps 
in the same Zone, CROYrCASS need only be informed of inter-zonal or inter¬ 
national transfers. Requirements and comments are as for Releases. 

DEATHS AND ESCAPES 


As they occur.

SENTENCES AND ACQUITTALS 

Notices of these are invariably required, but only after confirmation. 
It is known that several Allied Nations have not informed LROVVCASS as to 
sentences passed by their Military Tribunals, end these should now be listed 
retrospectively and forwarded. 
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GENERAL: 


1. Language 



It will be appreciated that it is necessary for all correspondence 
knd Reports to be originated in one language (English), in order that 
all Allied Authorities nay receive equally efficient snd speedy service 
from CROWCASS. 


2. Submission of Wanted Lists to CROWCASS 


It is considered that except for special internal reasons it should 
not be necessary for any authority other than CROWCASS to publish Wanted 
Lists. Y.'hat is perhaps not fully appreciated is that a Wanted Report filed 
with CROWCASS constitutes not only an initial check against persons de¬ 
tained but the inclusion of the Wanted Persons nane in CROWCASS Name 
Index provided a permanent guarantee that any Detention Report filed for 
the same person subsequently will be matched with the Wanted Report. 
Although it is not the function of CROWCASS to search other Wanted LiBte 
against Records, this work has been undertaken by CROWCASS in order to be 
of as much service as possible to all Allied Nations. It iB hoped that 
after perusal of this account, a clearer understanding of the CROWCASS 
organisation will lead to the elimination of other Wanted Lists, 



It should be noted that when searching such lists, it is invariably 
found that a large proportion of the persons listed have not been made 
the subjects of CROWCASS Wanted Reports. This is particularly true of 
UNWCC listed persons. However UNWCC Lists are being checked against 
CROWCASS records and where a report on a person hes not been filed with 
CROWCASS (and has therefore not been published by CROWCASS) necessary 
steps are being taken to publish the name and put it in the CROWCASS Name 
Index, Any information resulting from the check of UNWCC listB against 
CROWCASS records will be forwarded to the appropriste authorities. 


All Allied Authorities concerned are reminded that in accordance 
with the decisions reached by the United Nations Conference held prior to 
the inauguration of the United Nations War Crimes Commission all Allied 
Authorities initiating Wanting Reports should invariably submit to UNY/CC 
an account of the alleged charges with which the wanted person is 
concerned. The Commission then publishes lists of ell persons wanted as 
perpetrators, witnesses or suspects in connection with charges which in 
accordance with the Articles agreed ^end laid down by the Allied Nations 
constitute Crimes against the Peace, War Crimes or Crimes against Humanity. 
If a wanted Person is not listed by UNWCC it may be found that his 
extradition from another nations custody is difficult to obtain. Therefore 
CROWCASS and UNWCC Bhould be served simultaneously. 

IDENTIFICATION OF POSSIBLE MATCHES ' 



After CROWCASS has informed a Wanting Authority of a Possible Match 
between a Detainee and a Wanted person, the Wanting Authority is invar¬ 
iably asked to inform CROWCASS whether identity can be established. It 
is very rare that this information is passed to CROWCASS whose records 
cannot therefore be adjusted. 






Hot Wanted by CROWCASS I 

The following matter is frequently sent to CROA'CASS but is not require'^ 

1. Screening Reports: — these should be submitted as Detention Reports, i 

2. Transfers, Releases, and other data concerning POWs. These are no I 

longer required as records of PO?. r s are no longer maintained by CROWCASS. I 
The exception to this rule is the valuable assistance which can be given 

by Allied Prisoner of War Information Bureaus in screening CROWCASS 
Wanted Lists against their Indexes of FOWs. 

3* Any extraneous matter concerning Nazi Party members or War Crimes 
generally which has no direct reference to a Wanted Person or a Detainee. 

4 . Application for the extradition of a Detainee. - The function of 
CROWCASS is solely that of a Registry and does not include the authority 
to order or arrange extraditions. Such application should be made 
through the proper Liaison Channels. 




IN CONCLUSION: - Once again it ic stated that CROWCASS exists for the 

service of All Allied Nations whether large or Bniall and that only by 
following out the injunctions conveyed in this account can all be 
served fairly and equally. 

This account is being published and distributed to all authorities on 
CROWCASS Distribution List and it is requested that all H.Q. who receive 
a number of copies for further distribution, will insure that every 
lower unit or formation interested in CROWCASS is duly served.

When BABBIE Inal*tad that ho bo given tine to oonelder tha 
mtter, WINTER started to question hln on hie political convictions In 
regard to the current rift between East and West, titan BABBS replied 
that a conflict between the US or the Vestern powers and Basela waa in¬ 
evitable, and that It was just a natter of choosing tho advantageous 
side for Oermaey, WINTER secnod quite ulsasod. Bo then Interrupted 
BABBIE by Baying he was of tho sene opinion and that ho saw a greet 
opportunity in working for both eldeo: soiling lntolllgoteo to the 
Anorlcans and British on tho one hand and to Bxssla on tho other.

COMMENTS 


BA18TE states that his lack of interest in working for the Soviets 
and his mistrust of "INTER Censed him to sever connections with him. 
BARBIE claims that he neither lieard from nor talked to ’/INTER after the 
meeting, which took place in Eebruery 1946. 


HiUNTZEL-attempted to contact BA-BIE on two different occasions in 
July 1946, once in MARBURG through SCHMITT, and once through T rau BRETE 
in KASSEL, hut on both occasions BARBIE was absent. (SCHMITT is the name 
of the family with whom BARBIE lived in MARBURG, while Frau BTffiE's 1s 
m cover address used by wanted persons and.black marketeers). Before 
leaving EASSEL, HEINTZEL borrowed 300 marks from Frau BHEDE, which BARBIE 
had to repay later. 


BARBIE contacted HEIKTZEL in HA’BURG in August 1946 for the first 
ties sines the meeting. The purpose of this visit was to have HHHTZEI 
sell a stol en wateh for BARBIE on the black market. During BARBIE'S 
visit, HEIFTZEL never ,mentioned WINTER, his activities, nor did he say 

_ __ ___ so that CLORDS could pick up 1000 marks, 

part of the baIbs money for the vetch, from HEINTZEL. CLOEDE had In¬ 
tended t« -urchaso a radio with this money (this will be covered in da- 
tail in a forthcoming report). 


BARBIF states ttet while in HAMBURG in Augist 1946, HEIHTZIX tpld - 
him that he had reason to believe that JOKNY had been arrested while re¬ 
porting to the Russian Zone, hut did not go into further detaile.

BOFrjA'Cl entered the Germn Diplomatic Corps, in which he held successively 
several positions. His last position was in BUCHAREST under SA Ober- 
gruppenfuehrer Von K3 LUNGER, the Gernan Ambassador, Late in 1941, KILLINGEH 
and HOFFMAN*! had an argument which rosulted in H0FFl!ANn*i transfer back to** 
BERLIN, where he was assigned to the Foreign Office. In 1943, HOFF.ANH 
was drafted . He served os a war reporter in the SS Standarte Kurt Xggers 
and was later pieced in charge of the Propaganda Department of Radio 
Bratislava. After Gersany collapsed, HOFF'!AHN was interned in a in oage 
for a period of six months before he was released through the efforts of 
a friend named MARKUS, (BARBIE believes that he was captured by Ihe British,) 

2. BOmV’H's Association ~!ith MARKUS 

BARBIE learoe>' the following froa HOFFMANN. 

During HOFFMANN’S employment in the Diplomatic Corps, he became 
acquainted-with MARKUS, in BERIIS'. l&RKUS was advisor to SS Gruppenfuahrer 
SCHELIENB31G in Amt IV of the RSHA . HOFFV.ANH knew that MARKUS was under 
observation, sinae unconfirmed reports were on hand indicating that he 
was a British agent. 

After the attempt on IHTLER't life on 20 July 1944, HARK US was 
"arrested. However, bioeuse of WOFFIANN'S intervention and Ms contacts 
with higher SD officials, VktiFVS was released and drafted into the any. 
lThile serving on the Festern Front, MARKUS deserted and reported to Allied 
Rrt'qua' ters. Until the end of the war, IftRKUS served under |/>rd VANSITTAST'^ 
in an English propaganda unit. 

Aftfr the war MARKUS was appointed mayor of G1ADBA CH-RHYDT 
(S-r Va) (near DUESS2LD0RF) and at the snow time was givon the task of 
formin', for the British a network of agents in Germany. This gave BOFF’IAJTN 
his freedom, sinoe UARKUS intended to have HOFF!ft.'TN collect information 
about the . ntivities of Communists and subversive .personalitins and recruit 
riba gents. 

Upon hi* release he was given quarters at S3 Poststrasso, 
l.r.LEBURG.by UARKU" and a stamped card stating that he was working for tho 
city council of GIAL.':''CSl-RHSTDt. (This oard was stasped and signed by 
.V .XUS.) HOFFMANN alec showed BAPBIE the original and a photostat of a 
! ";.'ier written end sigteJ by MARKUS whioh stated thnt HUFF!!ANH had been ah 
ra•;ire member of the Jahnkc resistance group during tho war. TMs letter 
for the purpose of meki"; it -"sie*- dee! with German officials. 
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Late in 1946, HOrFIft'O' and JWPJCUS broke their oonnection booauso 
of continuous arguments involving the wife of MARKUS. At first HDFFVAT1 
told BA RSIS that he broke with MARKUS booauso tho latter requested him to 
divulge all tho nones and addresses of SS personalities known to HCPFlftTI. 
Later, horover, 8Dmft.SH oonfessed to BARBIE that IfVEKOS broko with h-.m 
booa\iao of personal differonoos involving UARJCGSV wifo. 

5. HUTFHMIN’t Attempt to Rocrult BARBIE 

Shortly boforo Christmas 1946, BARBIE visitod HQFFIft! 1 '! In BSRL3B0RG. 
ROETJIvSH shotod hia a lotter written by a certain Ifej KRUX (COOKf) of tho 
British Intolligonoo Sorvieo, stationed in BAD GODESBERG (near BONE), This 
lottor roquoitod ROF r HAHN to report to Maj KRUK for consultation. H0FF1RNN 
addod that hit position with tho English was booomlng loss and loss favorable, 
at ho mis not producing suffioiont informant! on oonoorning tho activities 
of ferner and informants, 

H0TF1AKN requostod BARBIE to work as a subagont and holp colleot 
inforattisn. 4;?.5I1 r- fared o» tho bntla that ho ted just osoaped from 
tho British author!tlos in SaliBURG and That thoy wore sort .’"sly looking 
for Mn. ROFFKANH maintained that this was of no importance and that ho 
would talk to lb j KRUX about him. 

Into in January 1947 or aerly In February, BARBIE mot RCFF1&HH in 
kUTICH. as was planned In tho provious visit, HOFFlfiSH told BARBIE that 
ho had spoken to HaJ KRUX about him and that Uij KRUX was very intorostod 
In obtaining ^IRBIE’s sarvioos. HOFTJASN addod that Ibj KRUK. waatod BARBIE 
to oonc visit Mm in BAD GODESBKRG as soon os possiblo. Uij KRUK had also 
•promised that BARBIE nood not fear arrost or bodily harm. BARBIE states 
ho w as n ot oonvinood of Ibj IRUX's sincerity. so ho told HOFFHAEB to toll 
Ibj EOT that ho was willing to moot him onjy in tho OS Zone. 

In the beginning of Lhreh 1947, B9FFKVn3 again owt/>etod BARBIE 
in MOKICH* BARBIE told ROFFUAin' about., his activities and haw no bad managed 
to evade arrost during Operation Selection Board. 

At tho end of Ibrah 1947, BARBIE not JEFFlft-'W for tho last tdmo 
in UBSICH. During this mooting BARBIE boon mo vary mgry whoa HOFFUMH 
informed hia that ho he a told Uxj KRUK about BARBIE’S activities and how 
ha had managed to oscupo arrest. HCfTlftRX again askod BARBIE If ho had 
reconsidered working for tho British, When RiRBIE answorod with a no r 
HCFFJftHU requested BARBIE to work for Mm privately, on cases Involving 
Co seaml its as wo 11 ns former Gercan Intolligonoo porsonncl. Rhea BARBIE' 
again-rcp.liod no, HCfTlftlTH deported, and 3AP.BTE did not sao Mm again. 
(BCFF’tJfE was orrosted by the British in April 1947.)

There¬ 
fore, befor* they left for HAMBURG, BARBIE undo copies of their identifica¬ 
tion papers which he prosonted to authorities in HESSIAN OLITvSDORF, noar 
IfcJELIN, British Zone, and obtained new employment certificates. 

1. ^etlTitios of BARBIE. SCHAEFER and TCLK3HIN0 in giMSTOG 

BARBIE. SCHAEFER and ril/ETING left BAD FY r JO”T for BAHBURG on 
10 So to ah or 1946. Upon arriving at HAMBURG, BARBIE oontactod a Fraulein % 
KU5HH (^oc CI-STR Ro, 60, 7707 ECIC, datod 28 January 1948) who rofused to 
house him. 

(BARBIE originally met Fraulein KUSHN in FaRIS in 1944, at which 
timo She was tho scerotnry of Otto ILGSNFUIT2. BARBIE met her a^in in 
August 1945. when 1LG3UFR1TZ, a former 1st Lt of BdS BARIS took him to hor. 
hose,) 

Ho then callod on CIDSDE. a former Kroisn arts loiter and British 
informant, whom BARBIE mot in Septaebor 1946 in HAMBURG, and stayod with 
him that night. SCHAEFER and HllRENIin stayod with rrouloin Erna SCKROEtSH 
at Karlstrosso 127. Frauloln SCHROSTER was TIIUCENINC's secretary in 
BRUSSELS during tho war. 

During tho avonlng of 10 Movosbor 1946, CLOUDS told BARBIE that 
ho bad roeontly met a former Hhffon SS Fahrenjunkor (Officor Cadet) and 
■rd>er_of tho SD, living at LOtJGIGSBURG (L-49/S-0J) near STUTTGART, by tho 
name of AC r ER, who wantod to moot BARBIE. CLOEDE further stated that ho 
proaisod ACFEE he would send hip a tologram when BARBIE arrivod in HAUBDftG. 

BARBIE told CLOEDE that he objootod to having hi* whorenbouta 
■ado known to a stranger, and to mooting AC^ER. Although BARBIE objected/' 
CLCETF sent the telogron asking ACER to cone to JR!SURG. 

In further conversations CLOEDE told BARBIE about his illegal 
aetivitios and about 3d0 Walter pistols which his group possossod. He 
o.'^orod to give BARBIE one of tho pistols, but BARBIF. rofusod lt. CLOEDE 
al.. mentioned that his group possossod s radio transmitter which ho had 
rooonUy obtained by paying tho 1,000 Gornmn marks givon to him by BARBIE, 
to tevei ■\1 of CIOEDE's formor SS comrados, who had stolon the transmitter 
from a British un.t whoro they wore omployod. 

CLOEDE told BARBIE that the waapons and tho radio transmitter 
waro preparation; against a Fonrod Russian onslaught. 

n LKENI HG spont 11 Novombor trying to obtain his papors while 
BARBIE and SCHA2FER contacted a friond (name unkntxm) of SCBA2F31 who 
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arranged for tho sale of a pieeo of jewelry. In tho ovoning, SC5.EFEP, 
and EABEIE wont to CIOEDE's homo where they hoard CL02D3 toil more of 
hi* illegal adtiTitle*. 


Though it was BABBIE'S intention to leave RAA3UBG for HARDVEB cn 
12 Uorenbcr nt 2555 hour*, ho reluctantly agreed to meet ACKEB at the Cuf. 
Larrongc in tho Goonsmrkt at 1700 hours. During thit day BABBIE gave 
SC5A2FEB and riLKESlKG 1,000 Gerrmn ntrks each and agreed to deposit 5,000 
Geman narks with Frtulein SCBEOETEB. riLTEnSG was not suecosiful in 
obtaining the papers for which he came to HAUBUBG. At 1600 hour* BnEBIE 
and SCEiAEFEB ate in the Faun rostnurant where StTUEFEB eonvinood BABBIE 
that the appointment with ACKER should bo kopt.

After supper at the homo of Fraulein SCHROETB'', the three men, 

BARBIE, -SCHAEFER and T’llFEKIHG, wont to the aLTO'IA railway station to 
board a train for KA1CVER. BABBIE states that he noticed a sedan with the 
mrkings of tho British civilian polico following tlloir streetcar, but paid 
no. particular attention to it. Just before the train departed, four civilians 
came into thoir compartment and arrestod BABBIE, SCHAEFER and UIUCENIKO.

S. BiBBIE's Description of British Field Secrot Service Houso in 
— t^ilch Ho, frorc Confined ~ 

BABBIE wus taken to tho British Fiold Secret Sorvioo (FSS) at 
jilstci-ifor in B-liBURG. Upon cntorlng tho houso, BABBIE rocognitod SCFUSFSR 
and -IWEBIBG in tho hall. From tho hell, he wus taken into a large room 
«o tho ground floor, whore, after stripping, all his clothes wore 
m.’-.utoly examined. His belt, suspenders and shoelaces, ns woll as his 
per. wial papers and brlefoase containing toilet articlos, wero tukon from 
him. 

Aftor .dessending tho stairway loading to the basemont, ho oamo 
Into a narrev- hallway that made a 90' degree curve and lod to an opon air 
raid sholtcr e,->r. This door oould bo closed and opened only from the 
outside. Howovc. , it always renalnod opon (this opon door was used in the 
later osoapo of BABBIE, ' ILTE'HKO and 5CHAEFEB). Aftor going through this 
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door, HARBIE oono into another port of the hallway, about 10 actors in 
length, along which he noticed built-in cell*. From here he woe taken 
through another air mid sholtor door which was locked end which romained 
locked throughout hi* stay in tho basoraent. (Though thl* door vas lock . 
and could not be openod by HARBI3 onco ho passed through it to the room ;.,i 
vhich he vna confinod, it could bo opened by aiyonc who wanted‘to enter hae 
cell.) The door lod to a snail compartment in which thcro were throo empey 
cells. BARBIE was put in tlx. last of these three colls. Sach coll had a 
grated door and was locked with an ordinary padlock. 

4 . Details of Plans to Sscupo and Final Accomplishment of Sscupo 

During tho night, BARBI3 says, ho heard someono cough and sovornl 
pooplo talking. Ho rocognised SCHAEFER'S voice and oalled him. SCHAEFER 
rcpllod, and told BARBIE that ho and RliTEriHG were in ono coll located in 
tho corridor betwcon the two air mid sholtor doors through which ho had 
passed on tho way to his ooll. BARBIE also learned that thero was a wall 
be two on them as woll as an air mid sheltor door whioh was locked from the 
corridor side. In spito of this, they were able to discuss the oi*■ own* t* poos 
of their arrest. They all oa.no to tho conclusion that only CLOSES or ACKEl 
Could haw® caused tho arrost. Sinoc they could hear the guards approaching, 
_th*y always had sufficient time to stop talking befer* tho_ guards could - 
hoar thon. 



On tho first night (12 Novonbcr) British soldiers cano in pairs 
overy half hour to chock on then. Than BARBIE wanted to go to the latrino, 
tho guards wont with him. Tho latrine was located beyond tho corridor in 
which SCHAEFER. and *7ILK P .NI1!G worn lockod, so that BARBIE had to pass thoir 
coll on his way to tho latrine. Thoro was always a light in tho besemont,, . 
althou^i the colls woro blackod out. 


“On 14 'Novenbor, about noon, SCHAEFER informed BAR.BI2 that they • 
had found a small iron bar and a flashlight in thoir coll, which thoy wore 
going to uso in an attoapt to escape. BARBIE agreed to Join them. SCHAEFER 
and ETIXEKIHG dlscovcrod that the padlock on thoir coll door could bo brokon 
with the 10 cm x 2 cm iron bar and that inasmuch as BARJIS's door had tho 
saseo type padlock it too could bo brokon opon. 


As soon as the guard' had made thoir half hour chocks, they dis¬ 
cussed tho details of sheir oscupc. After brooking tho looks, they planned’ 
to go through tho glass door at the other end of the corridor that led to 
tho tollot and tho stalroaso to tho next floor. During ono of thoir trip* 
to tho tollot, they had "noticed that a light switeh, whioh they believed to bo 
the min switch for the houso, was located directly behind the air raid 
sheltor door that lod to BARBIE'S ooll. Thoy planned to turn off all the , 
lights in tho house in tho evont tho guards os.me down after they had broken 
out of the cells. 


On tho night of 14 Hovombor, they notiood that only one guard - _ 
earns to check thorn. This guard appeared frlghtcnedi Ho always drew hie 
pistol in front of tho cells and ho refusod to escort any of them to the 
latrine, stating that ho was alone and could not do it. Thoy finally do- _ 
eidod to mko tho broak around midnight, '.hen they thought it was about 
2*0? hours and tried to sake' their oscape, they heard tho guard playing* 
the flute upstairs. In order to loam how nsach noise tnoy could aoko with¬ 
out being beard, thoy shoutod loudly for tho guard. However, the sound of 
t'*o flute boenno louder, so they proceeded with thoir plan tc escape. 

SC.-.3FSR and *7ILT3!1ING feroko open their padlock and then HARRIS’*. Thoy 
all * Iked toward tho glass door behind which outside steps eould be seen. 
However, this door was lockod and they eould not open it. Thoy thon tried 
to escape through tho boiler room as woll as through other roems in the 
basement, but the window In oach room was blockod from the outsldo. After .. 
twenty ndnutet of fut;lo work, thoy realised that getting pnst tho guard 
would bo thoir only mean- of oscape. "ILRRNING took off his shoos and 
wont upstairs.' He ooon roportod that the guard was soatod in a snail booth* 
the upper part of wi. oh was mdo of glass, and tho lowor part of wood. . 

On roaeMng the top ol' tho staircaso thoy saw tho guard about fivo metors 
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tnjr with hi* back to iW "front of tho house. They sneakod 

behind the rear ef tho booth and oponod a door th too meter* to the guard** 
left and enterod a largo rooc, Tho lights wero out, but iocd 11 £»t was 
eo.aing from throo large window*. After locking tho door behind then wit, 
a key, they erawlod through a windwr onto a stt.ll roof, and thon jumped 

ubout three netor* down into tho park. They hid in the park for about 1 

rinutes and then walked data a lano which led to tho Alstcrufer. From 
there they wont to Fraulcin KUIfEI's hone on lioorvoidon»tra**o. 


S. Incident* After-tho Escape

b. K2RK and BARBIE have both agreed and are currently working on a local 
basis by turning former Gestapo and SS informants known to then in former times. 

They hr-.ve. to date accomplished in turning a former Gestapo informer vhc is now a 
functionary in the R?D Fezirksleitung, AUGSBURG. Other suggestions are as follows:

TRANSLATION FROM FRENCH 


LYON, 25 March 1949 


His Excellency the Ambassador of the United States of America, Paris 
Dear Mr. Ambassador, 

The undersigned associations of former resistance workers and victims 
of Nazi repression, gathered together at the office of the Rhone Section 
of la FRANCE COMBATTANTE, 1 Cours Lafayette, LYON, have been informed that 
Klaus BARBIE, former assistant to KNAB, who was the commander of the Ges¬ 
tapo at Lyon, is now free in the American Zone, where he is even carrying 
on a commerce at MUNICH, in spite of all the crimes which he committed in 
the Iyon Region during the occupation, and are deeply indignant at this 
impunity. 

This war criminal, is completely and personally responsible for the 
death of more than 5,000 persons (resistance workers and hostages) in the 
Iyon region. 

The associations signing this letter recall that BARBIE had particu¬ 
larly to his credit: 

1. The rounding up of Jews, which lead to more thafc 10,000 de¬ 
portations and numerous deaths. 

2. The Easter operations of 1944 at St. Claude (Jura) - 350 
deported and 250 dead. 

3. Operations at NANTUA (Ain) - 200 deported and 150 dead. 

4. The repressive operations of OYONNAX (Ain) which had as a 
consequence numerous executions, arrests, deportations and deaths. v* 

5. The massacre of 20 August 1944 at St. GENIS -LAVAL (Rhone) - 
130 taken prisoner, struck down, or burned alive (men, women, and even a 
child).

French judge in Gestapo case Lyons, • through 
French justice officials Baden~Baden insisted again to American 
authorities Barbie be surrendered. Despite repeated approaches 
American authorities have not arrested and surrendered Bar !». 

Gestapo war crimes Lyons constitute one of most important w*r crimes 
cases tried France. If judgement rendered when one principal 
accused still in American Zone, counsel for other accused will 
surley make-fact known stating American authorities have refused 
surrender. Press would comment and French public opinion be greatly 
upset. Reference made to assurances given in US notes may 23 and 
July 20, I949 (Deptel 426, April 13, Urtel 555 April 15, Dept A~322^-. 
August 5) and to fact that facts regarding Barbie are established. 
Barbie's arrest and surrender requested Department proposes reply 
that matter should be taken up first instance with KICCG.

two warrants for hie arrest had been leanedt via. on August 31 and 
ea September 12, 1948, bat ooald not be carried out to date. 

It was oa the prompting of Barbie that the Lyons Gestapo proceeded 
with a eery large number of scans ry extent lone, the resalt being several 
hundreds of riot las. Xt has been ascertained that Barbie himself took 
part in such massacrea. 

Hie activity appeared particularly intense in the Department a of 
Ala, ef Jura and of the Rhone. Xt sea, therefore, be reauiily under¬ 
stood r *hat-*he populations of these district* mere deeply stirred by 
the information published in the Press to the effect that Barbie was 
residing at liberty in the U.S. Zone. 

a. Intensive and thorough searches were undertaken in 1946 in the 
endeavor to Locate Barbie either In the French, or In the Allied Zones. 

S. Such searches vers continued in the Soviet Zone, when at the 
beginning of 1949, the Press announoed that Barbie was at liberty end 
wae-carrying on a trade in Munich. 

Investigations were then made in that elty by agents at ay service, 
but they proved unsuccessful, the asms ae these undertaken at Kanpten, 
Bavaria, where according te certain information received Informally, 
it should have been possible to locate Barbie’s whereabouts. 

4. On March 88, 1949, the Associations ef former ‘assistants' of 
Lyons basing themselves on information published in the Press, regarding 
the prosenoo in Muni eh of Barbie, wrote to the U.S. Ambassador in Parle, 
requesting that the Gestapo torturer ef Lyons be arretted and brought 
te trial before the Military Court ef the 8th Region, vhloh had been the 
theater of his innumerable orlass. 
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5. On Juas 7 and July 12, the French Liaison Branch, at ay 
request, got in tough with tha U.S. Public Safety paopla, in order 
that new investigations night he procaadad with. 

On 13.7.49, tha Chief of tha Public Safety Branch forwarded 
with a latter, under cower of the 'Clrll Ms ini at rat Ion Division' 
in Bad Rauheia, a report lat*d June 26, 1949, from tha German Police 
aathoritiea in Munich, recording that the searches undertaken in 
that city had not given any results. 

To this report was attached the petition of the former 1 Has1stants' 
of Lyons, which the U.S. Ambassador in Paris had forwarded on to the 
U.S. Occupation authorities in Germany. 

6. However, the presence of Barbie in the U.S. Bone was confirmed. 
In a way, by the fact that he had been examined on several oooaslons, 
in 1949, by french Pollae Inspectors, such examinations having taken 
place In official U.S. premises, without it being possible for those 
effioers to obtain the slightest indication as to the place where he 
had found a refuge. 

7. Considering the unsuccessful results of the various searches 
and Investigations, as well as the foot that the existence of Barbie 
in the U.S. Bone Is virtually a certitude, the Minister of foreign 
Affaire, whose attention to this case was drawn by the Military Judicial 
Authorities, issued instructions to the frenoh Aabassadot In Washington 

to intervene with the U.S. Government.

At the beginning of December 1949, the State Departwent adviced 
that the Off lee of the U.S. High Coma Is s loner In Germany had received 
no request fro* us concerning this matter. 

8. Xt is a fact that we did get request from you the extradition 
of laitls. In order to enable no to file such a request, I must be In 
possession of the certificate of residence which is indispensable for 
making up the rcoord of axtradit ion, as required in accordance with 
Circular of Hovember 17, 1947, of U.S. H ea dq ua r ters Buropean forces. 

Since It was not possible to apply to the competent Public Safety 
Officer for this Certificate* I was not In a position to file a regular 
request for extradition. 

9. X should like to oall your attention to the fact that, quit# 
regardless of the importance and the seriousness of the crimes som a It tod 
In Lyons by the Gestapo under the command of Barbie, there are other 
oons lderatlone which all lists In facer ef the arrest and extradition of 
this notorious war orlalnal. 

As a matter of fact, several of Barbie’s subordinates, some of whoa 
may have been only carrying out agents, are at present imprisoned la 
Lyons pending their trial by the Military Tribunal; the Judicial investi¬ 
gation, however, has bean impeded owing to the absence of the main 
criminal charged.

Pursuant to the request of the French Mission dated 7 June 1949* sub¬ 
mitted to CM! Bavaria, investigations were conducted in Munich for BARBIE. 
The request of the French Mission contained no other information than the 
statement BARBIE is residing in Munioh. 


A letter suhoitted by a group of citizens of Iyon dated 25 March 1949 
thru diplomatic channels'stated that according to the press BARBIE was en¬ 
gaged in business in Munich. This letter was referred to OMG Bavaria on 23 
May 1949 J Results of the investigation ware forwarded to French Liaison 1A.S- 
sion*on 13 July 1949- 


The foregoing information is extremely sketchy and provides little basis 
on which to conduct a thorough search. However the Munich City Police did 
conduct a search to the extent the information permitted and submitted the 
following report dated 21 June 1949 which is quoted here 


‘SUBJECT: BARBIE, Klaus. 


The whereabouts of the above-mentioned BARBIE, Klaus could not be 
found out. He is neither registered with the General Registration Of¬ 
fice of the Police Praesidiua as a resident of Munich, nor with the 
Municipal Office for trade licenses (Gewerbeamt) and the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and Industry (Industrie und Handel shammer) as carrying on a trade. 
In order to find out his whereabouts, his promulgation in the Bavarian

A letter dated 2 March 1950 signed LEBEGUE alleges in para 6 that BARBIE.. 
has been interrogated by French investigators in official U.S. premises on 
several occasions during 1949. However, no identification is provided as re¬ 
gards these premises or their locations or U.S. personnel present, if any.

It is to bs pointed out that these official premises could be those of 
CIO, CID, CIS, MID, MIS or seme other investigative unit. In this con¬ 
nection it must be pointed out that the German police are denied aocesa 
to these agencies. While Public Safety Branch normally does not conduct 
investigations of this type we will endeavor to secure such information 
as is available provided the information furnished this Branch is ade¬ 
quate. 


The inference of the several cooomuni cations from the French author¬ 
ities that BABBIE .is being granted refuge in the U.S. Zone is unjusti¬ 
fied and un w arr anted. That BA.HUE is, or was, in the U.S. Zone is sup- ' 
ported only by the statements of French Investigators who allege they 
have interrogated him somewhere in the Zone. The allegations of the 
citizens of lyon can be disregarded as being hearsay only. 

Finally a review of all the material submitted by the French re¬ 
veals the sole identifying mark is the name Klaus BABBIE and his rank 
and position in the Gestapo when these crimes were oonmitted.

“He was a participant in the 
bloody reprisals at Chambdry and

had thirty persons executed 
under nis **yes. At another place 
he Watched the agony of 120 
French.nci'. and it was he who 
ordered five patriots to be shot in 
the Place Bellecour, in Lyons, to 
give an example of his repressive 


Barbier was summoned to give 
evidence against Haray. but the 
American military authorities re¬ 
fused authorization oo the ground 
of security reasons, a French 
police commission was sent tof 
Augsburg to question him, and its 
report was read yesterday in court. 

“It is this man, whe is now com¬ 
mitting the same crimes against 
his German compatriots in the ser¬ 
vice of foreigners, whom justice has 
implored to give evidence,” M. Gar- 
Qon said. “It is an out. age to 
French justice.” 

While deploring the fact that 
Barbier had not been arrested and 
punished, both the presiding Judge 
and the public prosecutor insisted 
on Barbier's evidence being read in 
court, “for what It was worth.” The 
public prosecutor said Barbier had 
shown “a friendly attitude” toward 
Hardy in his replies to the police 
commission’s questions. 

“A friendly attitude?” shouted 
the defendant, red with rage. 

"Shut up!” his defense lawyer 
shouted back.

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2. OFERATICU SElECTIOJt BOARD bad as an objective the identification 
end apprehension of certain elements of the S3 who, by reason of their 
Illegal status established at the KUE123ERG trials, were o.uite naturally 
intent upon justifying their inevitable underground existence, thereby 
hoping ultimately to escape internment by the Allied Fovers. Among thesa 
elements were ambitious men with a t ift of leadership end certain Intellec¬ 
tual background, enthused with a fanatic interest in the future danger to 
Europe which would inevitably come from the Sast. TheBe SS elements believed 
that it was essential for the major powerB of Western Europe to unite 
politically, economically, and materially in order to save themselves from 
destruction when the inevitable day came of war with Russia. These S3 
personalities used this political theme, the theme of "a strong and united 
Europe in the Vfestf 1 es a lever to force the Allies to recognise them as en 
integral part of the German community, conveniently forgetting their paet 
history. All were sincere if not fanatic anti-communists and anti-Russian. 
The threet to allied security at that time in Germany was the possible union 
of all ’Iczis end others with hostile aims to the occupation. Sot to oe dis¬ 
counted was the fact that so lerge a proportion, particularly of young people 
iu Germany, were sufficiently distrustful of democracy and disillusioned with 
the existing political parties as to subscribe most readily to a plausible 
form of neo-Nazism under the guise of a Federalist or Fan-European Movement. 

3. Aft®* « cor. vernation between Special A..vnt TAYLCR end Lt. Colonel 
GARVEY, Commanding 0:fleer, Region IY, on 14 April 1947, it was decided 

to j«o BARBIE re an informant if he would agree to the following conditions: 

Thrt he clarify his statements concerning the British use of 
£EL*‘-CTICN BOARD personalities as informants. 

u. That he break off e.ll his connections with illegal SS elements 
and SELECTION BOARD personalities. 
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1. On or about 10 April 1947, lijirj^ jGSj-en ex-lafoxsaaX - n f Segloft 

IV, informed Special Agent Robert S. JAILOR that he had'mst quit* by—- 

accident an old friend of hi6 from France (MERE wes an Abwehr officer in 
France) named Klaus BAbblR who hud excellent canr-ecticnc to rorrcee of 
CIO information.

4. Cl 18 April 1947 Special Agent xA’iLOi met BARBIE is JSM’RDGEH; 

RA23IE agreed to the above conditions, and was employed as an informant. 

BARBIE orovitsd CIO at thr.t time with extensive connections to French In- 

telligt , oe egcncies working in the OS Zone and high Rus6 iaa.^ ij-eles in_

5, Since BASIS vai wanted by CI^ and the British im connection with 
SELF.CTI01? 30ABD, Begion IT requested this headquarters In Kay 1947 and again 
in Hoveaber 1947 that BABBIE he allowed to continue as an inf or nan t of 
Begion IT, By virtue of the fact that case officers at that tine vers handl¬ 
ing problems concerning informants, and by virtue of the fact that the 
Technical Specialist office was not established as cuch but was responsible 
only for Production Group informants, the case was not brought to Kr, ^ 
VIDAL'S attention until October 1947, -At this blue, Kr. VIDAL ia SS cS tba — 
entire case and ordered Begion IT to arreet BAEBIS and to send hin to XCXC 
for detailed interrogation. 


6. Upon interrogation cf 2ASBX3, it wee discovered that he vac very 
closely tied in with SELECTIOH BOABD personalities; that he had been ar¬ 
rested by the British and had eseepedjund that he had made overtures to 
the British to work for them as an informant through one of the SZLECTIOH 
BOABI> personalities by the name of Dr. HDFFKAKH. 

7. Since this headquarters had not notified the British that BABBIE 
had been located, it wee deased inadvisable to inform them at this time 
that the rer.eon they hag not been so informed stermed from the fact that 
BABBIE was eaployed*3i ah informant. Therefore, when BABBIE was released 
from XCIC in early 1948, it was deemed advisable to continue using him as 
an informant in Be 6 lon IT because of his dstailed knowledge of CIC modus 
operand1 end because of the apprehension of this headquarters that BABBIE, 
if not employed, would continue his overtures to the British to work for 
them as an informant. If BABBIE had been allowed to make these overtures 
the British would have found out thet the reason CIC bad not turned BABBIE 
in or reported him in connection with SELECTION BOARD was based on the fact 
that he was employed by ClC as an informant. At that time the revelation 
of subject's connection to CIC as an Informant would have been a serious 
blow to CIC's prestige in the eyes of the British. His continued employment 
then with CIC was based on his utility and ths desire of CIC to obviate an 
emberrassing situation. 


8, BABBIE continued as an informant of CIC throughout 1949. Subject 
nnd Eurt HEBE, under the direction of Special Agent DABEIKGHAUS, developed 
an Informant network to cover c ommunist activities in the US Zone.^mBBi 

french Intelligence activities in the french 
Zone a3R?e!^g!f?^?eraT?ngia the US Zone, and Russian .emigre activities 
in the US end french Zones, The net consisted of tea (19) sub-sources, four 
(4) of which were residing in the french Zone, had very close connection with 
French Intelligence, and were penetrating came for CIC. The inform*tion sup¬ 
plied by the net was considered at that tine very valuable and justified 
the retention of KB3K end BABBIE as informants as well as the individual 
members of the net.

The operation of MEEK, BABBIE, and the net continued during all 1$?!^ j 
of 1.^48. Between the latter part of 1948 and early part of 1949, relations Qwi. 
between BDOC, ID -and CIC strengthened to a point -here It was possible to j hji 
discus* mutual problems on a friendly basis and to arrive at decision* 
vhich were to the mutual satisfaction of all concerned. 



10. I. was during this period that Colonel BELL of ID, Lt. VHITEW'AY 
of BDOC, ant Kr. VIDAL, this headquarters, entered lpAo -tW-dUoaes i o a o f —brzr 
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the YJJBU T cnso. Tills case involved the exrest end forthcoming trial for 
treason of EA&DT, a French citizen who, according to charges, wee responsi¬ 
ble for the liquidation of & French resistance movement against ths Germans 
occupying France. It is alleged that EAHDT was the perton who gevs informa¬ 
tion to the German Gestapo which lead to the arrest of the members of the 
French resistance movement. _ _ _ . 

11. BAEBtt during the alleged dentine ie ties of ths railstauc* movement 
on the part of HAHDY, vsa the chief of the Gestapo st BIW. i.t'oVj Fr*~e.+- 

12. It. '*7.17Z *a7 Info mod Hr. VITAL that he was aware that BAHBIE 
was employed hy CIC although he admitted that he did not know whoa BAEEXE 
was employing in the French Zone. He also stated that he had conclusive 
proof to support his stand. He tleo warned Mr. YlZAL that the French 
Government mi fc ht 6erve a summons on BAHBIE to ert.e&r as a material witness 
in the EAJLDT trial, realizing that BAE3IE was employed by CIC, It. 

VHITSiAt considered this warning as a friendly gesture. BK)C aeds * 
verbal request through Colonel BELL to CIC for BAHBIE. 


13. Knowing that BA23IE and KZ3K had developed an Informant net to 
penetrate French Intelligence, this heedcu- rter6 again*deemed it advisa¬ 
ble not to release BAE3IE to ths French. If thie headquarters had re¬ 
leased BAHBIE to the French, he would have been Interrogated In the usual 
French manner and forced not only to reveal information pertaining to the, 
HAHDY case but also to reveal information pertaining to his activities •'ESr* 
It, connections in the French Zone. In order to avoid turning BAHBH over*to 
the French, Mr. YIEAL suggested that perhaps a deposition for BABBIE would 
serve the same purpose as his presence in the court as a witness. Lt. 
YHITEV.'AT end Colonel BELL coneuijed In this plan. On" 21 January 1949, 
Lt. VEITErfAY and Monsieur interrogated BAHBIE in detail tefe Hwglon* 

IT h e rnJiiiuajm tgr g and procured in this and two (2) subsequent interrogations 
of BAHBIE eufficlent information to satisfy their needs. Boring the in¬ 
terrogation of BAHBIE by Monsieur4Af4$£nd Lt. 'JEIXSVIAY, It. IAV0X3, 

‘.hsu the- Attfciojiai Technical Specialist of Hegior. IT, who speaks French 
fluently, ves present during the interrogation to insure that the French ^ 
.t?d not query BAHBIE on matters not related to the HAHBI case. This ves 
done in order lnsi re thatfuth#, French did set start questioning BAHBIE 
orT the ndt" that ha& been established in the French Zone nor on BAHBIS’s 
gt-nered ac'i.ivitiee with CIC. 


14. Erring 1949 this headquarters received no further request for per¬ 
mission to lnterrogete BAHBIE although during this jeriod the French 
S'trets : ent various and sundry individuals into the Zone to contact CIC 
for infornetioR concerning BAHBIE. In ell instances, they were informed 
that such recueste had to be cleared by BDOC : ai DID before CIC could 
coa.pl. with same. The canalization of such requests to CIC through BDCC 
and ID was agreed upon ly Colonel BELL, It. VEIT2VAT, and this headquarters. 
It mutt be pointed out at this tine that the French Suxete In every lnetende 
failed to follow channels end attempted to procure information concerning 
BAHBIE without notifying the proper .uaexicen authoritiee. Lt. VfKXISWAT 
was in ell 'nstances informed of ths irregularities of the Surete. Cor- 
rectSTaeasuxes were taken by BJOC to correct these irregular approaches 
to CiC and Gei ^a officials.

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15. The unilateral actions cf the Surete indicated that they vented to 
kidnap or lure BAEI2 into the French Zone in order to arrest hin. These 
actions node this crsr nisration even more desirous of protecting "HAHSE! 
froa being taken into custody by the Surete. 


16. It has been common knowledge to ID, to Cld, and to BDOC, that the 
French Surete has been thoroughly penetrated by communist** elements. B20C 
readily admitted this weakness on the part of the Surete. The possibility 
that the communistic elements in the Surete were behind the plan to kidnap 
BAH3IE could not be over-loqked. Lt, ‘ WKIISWAY reported that. the Surete tree 
doing everything possible to embarrass CIS. v 


17. During negotiations vith BDOC by ID end CIC, no acntion was ever 
unde by BDDC that 2AHBIE va6 vented ; s a var criminal. All rccucsts up to 
. eU-f l —l&w on the part :f the French Surete end BDOC had been centered on SABSXI 
as a material witness. 



19. On 13 Hay 1949, this headquarters received its first indication 
that BARBIE was considered a war criminal by the French. This indication 
was contained in en article that appeared in e French newspaper which stated 
that during the occupation BABBIE burned his victims with an acetylin# 
torch to make them confess, during interrogations which last more than 
fonty eight (48) hours. Tfce newspaper article also stated that subject vs* 
responsible for the tragic days of Easter, 1944, when the Region of Saint 
Claude was literally terrorised. Two (2) resistance organizations, accord¬ 
ing to the newspaper, the War Veterans and the Victims of lasisa, addressed 
a letter to the Ambassador of the United States in VARIS, demanding the 
immediate errest of BABBIE end trial for the Military Tribunal of the 8th 
Region. This article vat forwarded to Region XII as en inclosure to an IBS. 
requesting that BABBIE be interrogated to determine the truth of the allega¬ 
tions and also ordering that subject be dropped as an in f ormant but that 
relations with him be maintained until necessary action mi dictated by the 
State Department end/or Department of the Army. Region XII felt that ths 
charges against «,ub„cct vers probably not-true. - This headquarters hoc re¬ 
ceived no evidence in eny fora to substantiate the allegrtions contained in 
tn# newspaper article. 


19. In .t< ,-uary 1950 Lt. TfHITEVAY through ID proposed to Mr. VIDAL that 
he is allowed wo take BABBIE to PARIS to serve as a witness in the EAEDT 
trial. Lt. WHITEWAY stated that if he were allowed to take BARBIE to 
I.'HIS at e material witness he would insure the speedy return of BAHBIZ 
to the US Zone. ‘Mr. VIDAL and Colonel BELL saw no objections to the plan 
and coaovued in same. Region XII was alerted not to Inform BA33IS of the 
trip to *7Jt.:S but to ins-re that he would be available upon a m'nute'a 
notice. L:. WHITSVAY promised to inform this headquarters at least five (5) 
deys be/'ore the departure date. Several telephone cells were received from 
Lt. VHITFHAY* informing this headquarters that he had received no v rd from 
PARIS to indicate when hABBIE’s presence et the trial was required. 
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1-. It vac not until £8 April 1950 that Lt. WHItBs&T ihformed this head¬ 
quarters through Colonel uet.T, that he vbi washing his hands cf the whole 

ir elnce he could not keep the original promise. Ee clarified this state¬ 
ment by saying that if he took BASIS to TA5IS ha could not guarantee the re¬ 
turn of BAH3XX, since BAE3XS was t« he arrested if he appeared in rrcn.ce. 

At, WnlTEVAY felt that eince he We not able to* keep his word he would net 
therefore take BAE3IE to TABIS. 


20. While CIC and IB were negotiating with Lt. KHTSWAY for the transfer 
of BABBLE to PALIS* the Surete again entered into the picture. The Trench 
Lir.ieon Officer in VIESBAJEH contacted the Director of Intelligence, OLCE* 
on 21 February 1950, requesting the present address of BAZBXX. A query by 
this headquarters ee to the reason for this request revealed that the Trench 
Lir.iBon Office was required to locate BAHEIE and to obtain froa him in writ¬ 
ing «-£consent or refusal to appear as a volunteer witness in the HAHBT trial. 

A einilar requect was made by the French Surete to OLCB. Shis headquarters 
informed OLCH and pLCB that «.« were cl reedy negotiating with the Trench Govern¬ 
ment on this case and that the reojaests from the French Surete were duplication 
of effort. 


21. Two (2) articles appeared in the Herald Tribune on 28 April 1950 
wherein >iaurice OABCON, criminal lawyer and member of the Trench Academy* 
declared that lt was "scandalout for the American military authorities in 
Germany to say that a notorious war criminal was now useful to them for 
security reasons". The person he referred to was BASIS. 


22. Eased on the negotiation between IB* CIC* and BBOC* the newspaper 
articles of 26 April 1950 can be Interpreted as a malicious distortion of 
fact. 


23. By virtue of the fact that this headquarters has had time to liqui¬ 
date the net operating in the Trench Zone* CIC sees no reason for denying the 
Trench the extradition of BABBIS. However* it must be pointed out that never 
hat .'<*re been a written request for the extradition of BASIS on the part 
of the French. Secondly, no evidence has been presented to this h^adcuarters 
in writ'.if to substantiate the allegation that BA SB IB is a war criminal. 

Also* prior-to May 1949, thib headquarters had had no indication that BABBIS 
>->•) wanted by the Trench for war crimes but had always, gone on the assumption 
th-.t he was wanted nerely as e material witness against HAHBT.

2. SUBJECT was bom on 25 October 1913 in BAD GODESBERG, Krels BONN. After 
completing his education, he became a member of the SD in October 1935* After 
training in intelligence and polit ical police matters, as well as military train¬ 
ing, he served with various SD end Gestapo unite In the Ruhr and In the low 
Countries. In 1942 he was transferred to France, where he served with the SD end 
Gestapo in PARIS, LIONS, rnd MARSEILLES. In 1944 SUBJECT was wounded in combat, 
and thereafter his active service for German intelligence and police agencies 
virtually ceased. Sometime in 1942-1943 SUBJECT made the acquaintance of Kurt 
MERE, who was employed by the Abwehr end SD lm France. 


3. Although SUBJECT was not used as a CPC informant in the AUGSBURG area 
until April 1947, previous discussions with SUBJECT here indicated that he was used 
by CIC personnel In the KASSEL . M AR BU R G - FULDA area during early 1946. La April 
1947, through the intervention of Kurt KERK, a former carded source of this Region 
and a former Abwehr operative in DUON, France, SUBJECT, who had been acquainted 
with MERE In France, was employed as a source by wtat was then Sub-Region KEMPTEf, 
SUBJECT ct that time was integrated into what was then known as the "Peterson Net” 
headed by informant Kurt MURK and controlled by Special Agent Robert S. TAILOR. In 
July 1947 SUBJECT became assistant to MERE and controlled a substantial portion of 
*hi« ‘‘Peterson Net". 


4 . i'Jb T BCT continued in this capacity for CIC until late December 1947 or 
very early I9«£ ; when, in conjunction with "Operation Selection Board", he was 
temporarily held in custody at ECIC for interrogation. He was released after sav¬ 
ers! wc- ke or months, returned to the KEIf’TEN - KEUHDIGEK area, and resumed his 
old posii-'on in the "Peterson Net" for CIC. 

5 . The - intents of SUBJECT'S dossier, as well as the dossier of Kurt MERK, 
indi cate that during lv4?-1948 this "Peterson Net" comprised approximately 50 to 
70 sources, sub-aources t..d tertiary sources. It scope was not confined to the 
KEMPTEN - KEMMINGEN area, but extended throughout Europe. Although such of the 
Information supplied V this net was highly Imaginative, if not completely false, 
the dossiers indicate th** the information produced by this net comprised acjTfcere 
from 70% to 90% of the information submitted ly CIC in this area. Most of the 
information produced was of a positive nature, throughout 1948 the net gradually

In late 1948 or early 1949. the operations of the net were finally reduced to the 
area of Swabia (Region III), and were confined for the cost part to CIC targets 
end missions, during the period March - April - Kay 1949 the net was finally com¬ 
pletely dissolved, and individual worthwhile persons within the net were used as 
individual sources on specific CIC targets.

6 . According to SUBJECT'S dossier, and according to the knowledge of all 
Personnel oresently assigned to Region XII, during the Feriod 1946-1949, there were 
absolutely no indications that SUBJECT was wanted by the French, either as a witness 
or es a defendant. Late in 1948 or 1949 it eppeared that SUBJECT was wanted-by the 
French as a witness in the treason trial of Col. Rene EARDT, a French resistance 
leader who had been "turned" ty SUBJECT during the war. French interrogator, after 
clearing with Headquarters 7970th CIC, appeared in AUGSBURG and interrogated SUBJECT 
in connection with this case. KARD7 was subsequently tried and found not guilty of 
the charge. 

7. In late Key 1949, this Region received an IRS fro a Mr. VIDAL'a office, 
stating that an article had appeared in a French newspaper which alleged that SUBJECT 
had been guilty of war crises, end which alleged further that certain French organ¬ 
izations (presumably left wing) were addressing a demand to the US Ambassador to 
France for the arrest and trial of SUBJECT. Mr. VIDAL's IRS requested that in view 
of the article, "SUBJECT be dropped administratively as an Informant bat that re¬ 
lations with same be maintained as in the past...." to Headquarters dated 20 July 
1949, however, this Region stated! 

"a. SUBJECT has been interrogated on four ( 4 ) occasions ty French author¬ 
ities regarding his activities in France end regarding L'affaire HARDI. French 
authorities know -here SUBJECT is located, know where be can be reached, and prob¬ 
ably knew what his activities are here, yet no attempt has ever been made to extra¬ 
dite SUBJECT nor has any formal charge of war crises nor ary Indication that SUBJECT 
-»« involved in war crises been made. 

t>, If French authorities were interested in SUBJECT as a war criminal 
(and if his *3 legal Crimea were as barbaric and well known as the newspaper article 
claims they certainly should have been) it is almost certain that SUBJECT would 
have be*.' extradited by now. It is pointed out that SUBJECT, wrier his proper same 
interroga. <\i soma very high French official a including Francois POBCET and LeERUK." 

C. SUBJECT was nonetheless dropped as a carded source. Upon instructions fro* 
the Headquarters Techni*;-l Specialist, however, contact with SUBJECT was maintained, 
in on effort to keep trsa. of SUBJECT and, if possible, to keep him in this area, so 
that if a demand for his arrest and/or extradition were to be received from the 
French, SUBJECT could l*<* easily located and apprehended. Correspondence regsrding 
such contact ia contained in IRS dated 12 January 1950 (minute 1) and 27 January 1950 
(minute 2 ). 
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9. In late February or Kerch 1950 this office was verbally infbroed ly Head¬ 
quarters that HARDY was to bs tried again, that French BDOC had requested permission 
to transport SUBJECT to France for several weeks as a witness, that this request had 
been granted, and that it could be expected that SUBJECT would be required to leave 
elcoet ary day, beet that he definitely would be returned. After several weeks, 
nothing happened. In April 1950 this Region discovered that SUBJECT'S nano appeared 
on the "Ranted List" of German Police, and that his nans appeared on this list be¬ 
cause of a request received by KB Gem an police authorities fron the French Surete. 
This inf onset ion was comnoniceted to Hr. VIDAL. This office was then inforced by 
Headquarters that French BDOC no longer could guarantee SUBJECT'S return to Germany 
if he were transported to France, and was therefore "stepping out" of the case. 

10. During late April 1950 this officer, through items in the PARIS edition of 

the "Eaw York Herald Tribune", learned that HARDY tried qy a French 

k*litary Tribunal, oca abet SUBJECT was desired as a witness* These articles further 
alleged that HARDY'a defense lawyer had alleged that SUBJECT, who resides in AUGSBURG, 
res nested as a war criminal but that extradition had refused by US 

on the grounds that SUBJECT tc the security of US Forces in Germany*. 

11. During the first week of fey 1950 Special Agent Herbert BECHTOLD of this 
office was inforced by a casual source ecployed by the AUGSBURG newspaper "Sehwaeb- 
ieehe Lendeezeitung" that several correspondents and photographers were in town seek¬ 
ing a Klaus BARBIE and ware desirous of interviewing BARBIE. The source questioned 
Special Agent BECHTOLD about E4RBIE. Special Agent BECHTOLD informed the source that 
he hed no information other than that which had appeared in the PARIS Tribune, and 
that the only agency authorized and qualified to give out infer nation was EOCOM Head¬ 
quarters in HEIDELEESG. During a later telephone conversation with Ur. VIDAL it was 
learned that the casual source had talked to the press representatives, and that the 
letter had gone to EOCOM Headquarters and twisted Special Agent BBCHTOID's statenent 
to source to indicate that Special Agent BECHTOLD knew of BARBIE but refused to give 
out information concerning hin. 

12. SUBJECT'S case rests at this point at present. Ho written instructions 
regarding SUBJECT'S disposition have been received since 27 January 1950. 

13. In eusxing up SUBJECT'S case, it la desired to add the following consents: 

a. Debriefing SUBJECT has proven to be an impossibility. SUBJECT was as¬ 
sociated with CIC In a key capacity from 1946 through June 1949. ^ae to the handling 
cwthods adopted by the former handling agents during the period 1947-1948 (S/A TAYLOR, 
S/A HAJDU, S/A DAfRINGHAUS), due to his poeition as V-y e^ent in note formerly em- 
sad dun to thin long association with CIC, SUBJECT knows more about CIC tar¬ 
get*, «u;aus operand i, EE la, etc., than most CIC agents. SUBJECT also knows the iden- 
v .ity of most XPD penetration sources used by this offioe, due to the fact that he 
either handled tho6a sources prior to the dissolution of his net (H&rch-April 1949), 
or bt'euse he recruited or turned such sources. 

SUBJECT was an extremely valuable source, sho had been very success¬ 
fully uerd recruit and “um J other sources (who were then handled directly by 
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•Subjecti BARBIE, El mn (Continued)

the political field and occasionally in the CE field. 

o. As far as this office knors, no request has ever been cade by the 
French for extradition on a war crices charge. x he French know there SUBJECT is 
located, whet he is doing, and who be is working'for, but the only action ever taken 
by then (as far as is known here) has bean to interrogate his as a witness in the 
HARD! case. 


d. According to It. LAV015, who is thoroughly familiar with the case, this 
ozrtirc affair 5* h*lng wished as a political issue hr left-wing elements 

in France. Ho strong effort has been aade by the French to obtain BARBIE because of 
the political embarrassment his testimony might cause certain high French officials.

In accordance with the request in your letter of March 6, 1950, 
I have investigated the matter of BARBIE Klaus. A thorough search 
conducted by the Public Safety Branch of the Office of the United 
States High Commissioner failed to locate BARBIE'S whereabouts. On 
April 25 the Chief of the Administration of Justice Division wrote 
you asking for additional information concerning the details of the 
interrogation of BARBIE by French police representatives in 1946. 

I have just now been informed of rumours that BARBIE has been seen .

Unfortunately, as you point out in your letter of March 2, 1950, 
no formal request for BARBIE'S extradition meeting the requirements 
of the circular of November 17, 1947, has ever been submitted. In 
addition to the requirement which you mention of information as to 
the residence or location of the person whose extradition is requested. 
This circular also provides that requests for the extradition of war 
criminals submitted after November 17, 1947, shall be accompanied by 
evidence showing that the request is justified by extraordinary cir¬ 
cumstances. As you are doubtless aware . ^ne procedure under this pro¬ 
vision has been to require an explanation as to yin y the request for 
extradition could not reasonably have been made before November 17, 
1947, and also evidence, including affidavits of witnesses, that the 
individual in question is guilty of >a seriou s crime. 

We wculd normally refuse to /issue a^warrant for the arrest of 
an alleged war/cr iminal in the aosence of such evidence. In view, 
of your ;personal assurance that BARBIE is identified with the per¬ 
petration o/serous crimes including the murder of representatives 
of French Resistance in Iyohs, I am prepared to issue an order for

of Barbier. Mrs. Lange stated that the letter of 2 March 
1950 was not in the usual form of an official extradition re¬ 
quest but might be considered as such. No decision has been 
made in that respect. This letter was answered on 21 April 
1950, requesting information concerning the whereabouts of” 
Barbier and the nature of the charges against him. Among ..hv 
the correspondence mentioned in the French letter of 2 March" 
1950 is a letter of 7 June 1949, addressed to Political,, . 

Affairs Division, OMGB, attention: Public Safety; and 
another letter of 12 July 1949, apparently addressed to OMGB. 

A third letter that might have gone to Bavaria is dated 19 
July 1949. A fourth letter of 13 July 1949 was addressed to 
Civil Affairs Division, OMGUS. Mrs. Lange does not know the 
contents of those letters except that they request Information 
concerning Barbier*s whereabouts. She will forward copies of 
this correspondence upon receipt. 

b. Extradition Board, OMGUS, has not denied any French 
oxtradition request concerning Barbier. She pointed out 
several times during the conversation that the Extradition 
Board first learned of this matter on 2 March 1950. Public 
Safety, HICOG, is allegedly investigating the entire affair.

"FoiIrving is summary Council or Republic exchange on subject

’’Senator Brune, PTT Minister speaking in place of absent Minister 
Atlantic Defense Pleven reviewed French efforts find and try Barbier 
as war criminal beginning august 31, 1945 and endinr with declaration 
of April 25, 1950 by American occupation authorities to Frerch high 
Commissioner declaring US authorities ignorant Barbier's hideout. 
Minister aaded that when 3arbier cited as witness in Hardy trial French 
Foreign Minister notified by diplomatic route and that latter 
unofficially replied they could not accede to demand. He declared 
’government will continue its action in order get Barbier turned over 
to justice'. 


"In reply Kamon reviewed very briefly Barbier's record as torturer 
and executioner and declared that Barbier could be found if one really 
wanted to find him, since, on November 25, 1943 officers of the DST 
of French ourete 'interrogated Barbier in Germany at official American 
Officers as is proved by document read at trial'. Hamon declared that 
replies of American authorities in Germany 'do not give, to put it as 
mildly as possible, the impression of perfect uprightness'. Hamon con¬ 
tinued however that he did not wish to accuse any one and paid tribute 
to American sacrifices in winning co:._mon victory. He closed with follow¬ 
ing sentence: 'One can punish assasins; one must also hbve the firm 
curpooe never to make use of them'• Lively applause followed.

According to General Ruby the American authorities in 
Germany were sheltering Barbier and using him- as a double 
agent 0 General Ruby declared with considerable emphasis that 
this situation was placing a great strain on Franco-American 
friendship 8 not only in the Lyon district but throughout France'. 

As Officer in Charge, Consul Dur replied to General Ruby that 
he would be glad to discuss the matter with him privately and 
would transmit to the proper authorities any evidence he could 
bring in support, of his charges’. General Ruby appeared to be 
satisfied with this answer and promised to call at the Cons ula te 
in Lyon with all the necessary documents . 

When fee got up ut speak, however, General Ruby seized the 
occasion to read aloud to the audience of about 700 people gathered 
In the Cinema Eden his letter of May 6 to Consul Mooars. This

of the American military police in Germany and that the American, 
authorities have consequently rejected all demands for his extra* 
dition r c Reading this letter at the close of his* speech, General 
Ruby was rewarded with mild applause'. 

After the General had finished speaking, the sub-Prefect of 
Villcfrancho turned to the Officer in Charge and remarked that he 
proposed to deal with the matter on the spot'. As soon as the 
General had returned to his seat, the sub-Prefect proceeded to 
give him a thorough dressing-down, rebuking him for his effrontery 
in using a social gathering as a political forum, and trying to 
gain personal popularity at the expense of friendly international 
relations',. As Mr. Janin observed, public reunions are not the 
proper place for diplomatic negotiations’. The Officer in Charge 
heartily agreed with the sub-Prefect, and told the General that 
if he desired an interview on the subject he might write and ask 
for an appointment. 

Consul Dur stayed on for the rest of the evening’s program 
which unfolded without any further mishap in a spirit of real cor¬ 
diality, During the intermission, the active, as distinguished, 
from the honorary, President of the Confgdlratioru Colonel Jaubert- 
Jonage, came up to the Officer-in-Charge and apologized-for General 
Ruby’s indiscretion. He tilso stated that plan# were on foot to re¬ 
move the General from his position of Honorary President. 

The incident may thus be considered closed! The amount of 
damage done was negligible. Lyon’s two principal newspapers §§T 
an d ^ 9 Echo- La Lib ert# carried accounts of the gala of^Qie 
5onfftiSfe ratio h des MaqlTri^at'Tillefranche^ without mentioning the 
General’s ailegations'eanceming Barbier’. The Communist-line, 
paper La Rlp ublique has not yet published an account of the pro¬ 
ceedings at Villefranch©, Far from making a sensation by his 
eharges against the. U.S'., General* Ruby seems rather to have 
courted oblivion. It is doubtful whether even among those who 
heard him the General Sade much impression with his remarks'. As 
interpreted by the Sub-Prefect, the General’s actions Indicate & 
desire to cultivate his popularity with the left-wing elements of 
the Conf id # ration led by Mr. Bourricand, a former deportee'. Ap¬ 
parently tHe’General is not sure of his position in the Associa¬ 
tion and therefore is angling desperately for support! 

The case of Barbier, former Gestapo leader in Lyon, is now 
an old story** which was recently revived by the trial of Colonel 
Hardy. At that time, a month or two ago, the newspapers and radio 
disseminated the rumor that Barbier had taken refuge in the Ameri¬ 
can zone in Germany. The Communist press played up the story, 
but public response was rather apathetic'. Resistance days are now 
long past'. Public opinion is tired of the long agitation over the 
problems arising out of the occupation. There is no doubt that the 
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mass of the people would like to see justice done swiftly’. Other¬ 
wise they would prefer to forget past shame and wrong'. There is 
a grain of cynicism in this attitude, but even more of fatigue. 

Many of the people who have heard the charges about Barbier 
undoubtedly believe theip. If they are not more concerned, it is 
because they are accustomed to scandals of this kind'. The iT.S’. 
thus benefits from the general disillusionment of the French', It 
is.unfortunate, however* to let the contest go by default, and to 
rely on.;public apathy to cover up our mistakes'. The case of Barbier 
is an instance where a positive statement of American policy was 
needed'. The Officer in Charge who, as Public Affairs Officer, re¬ 
ceives a great deal of policy guidance from the Department on 
general questions -of international relations has unf&rtunately 
only yague indications of the official American attitude toward 
this burning issue of local importance’. It is impossible with the 
evidence supplied by official sources to make any sort of effective 
answer to the charges brought against HI COG in the Barbier case'.

Our records Indicate the foll owing wit.h respect to ste ps taken to secure 
Barbie's extradition :On June 7, 1949, the French Mission communicated with the 
Land Commissioner’ a Office in Bavaria requesting that efforts be made to locate 
Barbie. v This request was initiated as the result of protestations from the French

criminal. Under existing procedures, with which the" French are familiar, a 
prima facie case of guilt is required as a prerequisite to a request for 
extradition. • .

Dear Woody: 

I enclose a memorandum received from the General Counsel's 
office in reply to your letter to mo of June 2 regarding Barbler. 
The memo is a factual presentation of the case as known to that 
office which handles all matters of extradition for the High 
Commissioner. 1 am told that there is no objection to your 
using any or all of this memo for purposes of calming down the 
French organizations who continue to be excited about this case. 
It seems to me, however, that parts of the memo referring to 
interrogations of Barbler in the presence of US (CIO) personnel- 
might well be considered confidential. 


It all seems to boil down to the fact that the French 
authorities have only recently formally requested hie extra¬ 
dition, that all formalities required to effect extradition have 
not as yet been compiled with by the French, that in the meantime 
despite the lack of such information, the Office of the US High 
Commissioner has as an exception conducted a search for Barbler, 
but so far without result. While Barbler is known to have been 
residing in the US Zone and in fact was interv iewed there by 
French officials an several occasions in 194S7’’thefact that 
American authorities haws been unable to locate him during the 
course of their recent investigations is hardly extraordinary in 
view of the wide publicity that has been given to the French 
extradition demands. . This publicity undoubtedly was known to 
Barbl er himself, since he h as disappear ed frrm the plw ca wharf 
he had been residing. The A merican authorities, with the coopera' 
tioo of the German police, a re conti nuing t heir search in an 
e ffort to take this man into custody for extradition to France 
in the event that the prims fade evidence submitted in his case 
'should justify this action.

Er. itcCloy directed that we smoke 
out EUCOk' on the matter to see how far they would go in helping to find this 
character, and to get more details as to just how embarrassing it would be 
to then (CIC) if he were turned over to the French. The result of this 
approach was bettertharr we expected and it is~ probable that £r. VLcClov wil t 
in fact now ask for EUCOIMs active aa sis-taao»-ift loc ating the guv . -{Up to 
now HICOG public safety people - and the German police have not been able to 
find him). 

The ambiguity in the General Counsel's memo as.to the dates when Barbier 
was seen and interviewed has now been cleared up since it seems that he wa s 
rnt.p.rvi pwed on the dates mentioned in 1948 and also in January andFehmary 
1949. Another point of interest is that the CIC dropped this man like a 
hotcake the moment the war criminal chacges were h m-ight jq their Attention 
(In connection with the Hardy trial)This was in j*.ay 1949 * «fter th3t 
date they maintained some contact with him bat he was no longer in their 
employ. __Theyi clairEthey did not know until then that he had had such-a 
record (sic).

They confirm the leading part played by EARBIE ; 
in all of these expeditions, in the course of which 
numero'us persons were tortured and executed. Further¬ 
more - and this is extremely important - these documents- 
furnish the prove that BARBIE himself, personally, 
tortured and executed several people. In this connection 
I would draw your attention more particulary to Chief 
Inspector LATHELFER's report, dated 20 July 1950 which 
contains a recapitulation of the evidence collected 
(Exhibit I). 

It should, moreover, be stressed that,whilst 
Germany Army Units took part in such expeditions,their 
officers, although cometimes holding ranks higher than 
that of BARBIE, were nevertheless, on such occasions, 
under the latter's authority. 

I take this opportunity to remind you that my 
Governement puts a very grat importance on the dis¬ 
covery and the delivery of this war criminal.

The Extradition Board has lately been concerned with the request of the 
French government for the extradition of Klaus Barhi. I have been advised 
by Mr. Cunningham and Mr. McGreevy that for the past five years the location 
and extradition of Mr. Barbi has been a matter of dispute between the French 
War Crimes Commission and our CIC.

EUGOM ad viaed_the.Extradition Board that it had ho objection to the extra¬ 
di tion of Klau s Barbi but "had no information as to his pres ea t wh erea bout s" . 

I Was also advised by telepHonV^conversation“that “itf was the policy of t he 
commanding generaljT'HJOCffJ“'that CIC would not attempt to locate any war 
c rdteln aijnruapect's;—--—-— • - ‘ * 

It is the ordinary practice of the Extradition Board to return requests 
for extradition of war criminal suspects unless they are accompanied by a 
statement of the address of subject in the -American Zone. However, in view 
of the delay caused to the French authorities by the attitude of CIC and the 
inportance which the French government places on this case it is the view of 
the Board that in this instance the American authorities should attempt to 
locate Mr. Barbi to facilitate hie extradition. I am advised by Mr. Lisle 
that this is also the view of the State Department and we are in receipt of 
an airgram-from the department which-statea„th at it ha s ad vised th e French , 
j&nbassy that a search for Barb i is .being.conduct•d..„Thls. is , not the, case 
at th e pre sent time and it is my suggestion„that..every effort .should be made 
here by_y pur office"ahd~the~operations division to enlist the efforts of CIC. 
In view, of the past attitude of CIC in thismatter and the practice of ECCOM 
to discontinue all war crimes investigations, it is probable that negotiations 
on this subject should be conducted on a high level, perhaps by yourself.

1. Elena BARBIE hea been an inf or nan t of thla organisation tinea 
1947, operating in the Region HI area. BARBIE vaa foraerly a high 
official of Gestapo in LYCH, France, and during hie period of service 
la alleged to have tortured and killed aa ay French patriots. Beeana# 
of these alleged acta. BARRIS is wanted by the French far trial as a 
war crialnal. Reference la made to Tab #1 which outlines the over¬ 
tures Bade by the French for the return of HARRIS to France for trial. 

2. In January 1950. Region XII communicated with thla headquarters 
and requested information as to the disposition of SUBJECT. By Klaute 
2, this headquarters ordered Region XII to maintain contact with SUBJECT 
to keep hiB In the area; and to continue paying hla fron Confidential 
r-uii'lc. as it vaa necessary to have SUBJECT available in case the French 
desired to re-lnterrogate SUBJECT or to have SUBJECT extradited to 
France. (See Tab #2) 

3. In April 1950. SUBJECT’S name appeared on the German Police 
Want list. It wae determined that the Surete had sponsored this request 
ati apparently had done vo without clearance at a higher level, i.e.. 
Surete contacted Voerttemberg Police directly, contrary to existing 
regulations. Region XII at this tias seat an IRS to this headquarters, 
which IRS was never answered.

5. Za Kay 1950, the HARPY treason trial started in PARIS. HARDY 
was a camber of the Preach Resistance and had given Information to the 
Gestapo - namely to BARBUS. The Prench wanted BARBIE as a witness 
against HARPY - it Is noted that the Prench papers stated the American 
authorities refused to allow BABBLE to appear as a witness. The truth 
le that the Prench did not Bake a proper request, and that Lieutenant 
WHITEWAT of BDOC was the initial party to ask for BARBZS's appearance 
aa a material witness. When WHITEWAY discovered that the French would 
not return BARBU to Oersany, WHITE WAY withdrew hie request. Ho 
additional requests were cade at that time. It is pointed out that 
apparently two factions in Prance are involved in a political nanuever. 
The Communists want BARBIE to return , while other factions would prefer 
to have him remain in Germany. The latter faction have good reason, at 
aany influential Frenchman, who presently hold high positions, were 
interrogated by BARBIE during the early days of the occupation of Prance.

If this action had 
been taken a year ago. a time cushion would by now* have been employed 
to our advantage and would have somewhat minimised any possible 
repercussions to this unit. Undoubtedly. Colonel ERSKXKE's decision 
to allow I.D. to have SUBJECT extradited must have been founded on a 
strong baale. which is however not indicated in the written record.

14. It is believed that if SUBJECT is disassociated with this 
organization, given a debriefing sua to rehabilitate hlsself, it is 
not believed that he will be apprehended in the near future by either 
the allied or German authorities, farther, based upon past experience.

Dear Mr. Ryan: 

I have received your letter of March 28 asking for 
information concerning visa lookout entries in the 
names of Klaus Barbie and/or Klaus Altmann. 

The name Klaus Barbie was first entered into the 
Visa Lookout System in November 1980. The source 
for the entry was listing of that name in the volumes 
of lists of SS officers furnished by your office. 

There is no entry in the system in the name of Klaus Altmann 

Names of aliens included in earlier editions of Visa 
Lookout books were incorporated into the Automated Visa 
Lookout System. Those names remain in the system until 
removed because the ground of ineligibility is overcome 
or until the alien is deceased. 

In addition I have had the Lookout System checked for 
the names of all the known aliases Barbie used, according 
to your memo of February 23, 1983. There are several 
entries in the name of Becker. Most came from the lists 
of SS officers you provided;none was made as early as 
1969 or 1970.
